Your Health DR. FRANK McCOF 


In North America the cherry is one of the 
first fruits to appear late in the Spring. Its at- 
tractive red color, pleasing flavor and general 
deliciousness, make it a very tempting fruit, In- 
asmuch as cherries are available only during a 
comparatively short time, every one should make 
use of them while they are abundant. 

Many people could use with benefit what we 
might call “The Cherry Cure.” This is similar 
to the “Grape Cure,” which is used so exten- 
sively in Europe. The directions fér this type 
of regimen are very simple as all the patient has 
to do is to eat nothing else but cherries for a 
few days. The fresh, ripe cherries may be taken 
whenever you feel hungry, using as large a 
quantity as desired at any one time, or they may 
be substituted for the usual meals, being taken 
three times a day. 

In eating such a large quantity of cherries, 
the patient secures a sufficient amount of iron 
to improve the quality of the blood. The cherry 
cure also cleanses the bloodstream to a remark- 
able degree. Cherries appear to have a blood- 
building tendency by reason of the iron and 
calcium they contain. 

Even a short five-day diet of cherries should 
help to lessen the dull, tired feeling induced by 
the heavy winter foods. Those who are over- 
weight generally lose a few pounds while living 
on cherries, and even those who are under- 
weight will benefit from the improvement in 
appetite and the improvement in the blood con- 
dition thus secured. Fruits are especially fine 
blood-builders and of all the fruits, the cherry 
is one of the best for this purpose. 

When the patient does not wish to undertake 
such a drastic regimen as the exclusive cherry 
diet he may still obtain considerable good from 
the use of cherries, providing they are properly 
used. I do not particularly recommend adding 
the cherries to any meal containing starch such 
as bread. -If you want to take this delicious 
fruit, try using it either between meals, or try 
taking it as the complete luncheon meal. Still 
another good way to use cherries is to take them 
nilk.

into thern from the earliest age, 
whereas the pet shop proprietor, 
having bought one pup or a whele 
litter, has neither time nor space 
to give much attention beyond see 
ing that the cages are kept reason- 
ably clean and that sufficient food 
and drink ave supplied, The chance 
for real exercise is usually entirely

The most important factor in the 
care of a puppy is proper feeding 
The chief points to bear in mind) 
are regularity, and that little and} 
frequent feeding is better than 
much and seldom, Few people 
acquire a pup younger than ten 
weeks old. From then until the pup 
is four months old it should be fed 
four times a day. I earnestly advise
